^^^^^^was predicated upon a telephone call he made 
to the Director of Security on 15 July 1974 with reference 
to our request for a ’’blanket approval" for support activities 
to other USIB agencies. 


STATINTL 2. At the meeting indicated his view that 
a "blanket approval" for the Director of Security to support 
other USIB agencies in the area identified in our request ran 
counter to the spirit of the Headquarters Notices. These 
notices suggest a need for senior (Deputy Director level) 
review of Agency activities involving assistance or support 
to other government units. 


STATINTL 3 . stated that he had received from the 

Inspector General, on its way to the Director, a request 
for DCI approval for this "blanket authority". Further, he 
stated his intention to return the request to the IG, or 
even to call the Director of Security. 

4. In our discussions, I related that after a thorough 
review of the files available I had concluded that at least 
STATINTL technicc^^^he Office of Security had never responded to the 
initial^^^^^^B requirement to report all current agreements, 
arrangements, and practices involved in the provision of 
assistance or support to other government units. Further, I 
indicated that I had had discussion with the DD/P$M that perhaps 
the easiest way out of our dilemma was to, however belatedly.
